Tbo antia 
or wet aidp, however, have refused to 
abide by this plan, which arncants to the 
practical disfranohisement of the negroes. 
The question is not yet fully decided.

For years past 
the colored vote of Mississippi has been 
disfranchised so far as the election ot 
officers is concerned, and tho government 
is not one ot the people, but of demo- 
cratic caucuses.

CONGRESSIONAL DISHONESTY . 
The secrets of congress in regard to the 


making of tbo river and harbor bills 
have leaked out m greater numbers this 
session lhan at aay other time, probably 
for the reason that puttie criticism of 
congressional extravagance is becoming 
more pronounced and wide-spread.

harbor billa are simply ]0us. 
As a rule 


there is no honor m them. The Crst pub- 
lic reprobation a river and harbor bill 
ever got was ttwt of President Arthur- 
vihon he vetoed tbe infamous bill o£ 1SS2_ 
That veto would have made congress 
blush had it any shame, because the pres- 
ident showed wherein the bill of '72 
appropriating nearly nineteen millions 
was simply a grab— a piece of dishonesty 
from beginning to end. Now that con" 
grese has repeated the folly of 1882, it IB 
worth while to hear what some of ihe 
senators say about it. Senator Edmnnde 
was ashamed of the bill and said: 


"It takes in a great number of subjects 


and streams and places which for nation- 
al objects, truly considered, an.1 for na- 
tional commerce among tba states _and 
with foreign 'nations, are substantially 
useless. But aa a convenient condona- 
ion to the citizens and oom^r.cnities qj 
rem&to plijcas Jar nwoy Win ra'ilwbye, it 
they be— and many ot them are not— it ia 
a very nice and generous thing,"

And Tbat tho Tim* Ha» Coma for Con-

•Mexico'* Dilemma. 


WASHINGTON CITY, Auj. S.—In response 


' to tbo resolution of tbo senate aEkioz for 


information concerning tbo alleged illegal 
dofcmtlon ot A. K. Cutting by the Mexican 
authorities at El Paso del Norto, the presi- 
dent transmitted to tho senate Monday the 
report of tbo secretary ot state, together 
with a voluminous mass of correspondence 
relative to the case. 


Tha corretpondence shorn that on July 1 


Consul Brigham, at El Pa& dbl Norto, sent a 
statement of tad facts of the cose to Minister 
Jackson at Mexico, announcing his (Brig- 
ham's) failure to eet any satisfaction from 
tho Mexican authorities regarding the mat- 
tor. 
Upcn the application of Minister 


Jackson to Mexican 
Foreign Secretary 


Maroacal, that official said he bad recom- 
mended tho governor ot Chihuahua to see 
that justice was done. Cutting being still 
in prison July IT and the fact bolng duly 
announced to Secretary Bayvd ho in- 
structed Minister Jackson to demand the 
Instant release of Cutting. Instead of ac- 
ceding to this demand the Mexican foreign 
oif.ce sent to Secretary Bayard a statement 
of the facts and tha legal position of the 
Mexican government. 
This position was 


in short that according to Mexican law that 
government can putfish an alien (or a vio- 
lation of its laws (when the person injured 
Is a citizen ot Mirlco) when tho violation 
takes place in a foreign country, thus auum- 
Ing jurisdiction of the lives and liberty of 
aliens for crimes committed against Mexi- 
cans in a {oroiga country. The statement 
contained a. flat refusal to release Cutting. 


Secretary Bayard replied emphatically 


repudiating; tho Mexican claim, and that 
government was notified that the UniUd 
Statoi would not awont to or permit such 
extra-territorial force, to be jiren to Mexi- 
can law. 
Sonor Romero, tno''Mexican min- 


ister jit Washington, then informed Secre- 
tary Bayard that Cutting would be released 
very sbortly, and the secretary was con- 
vinced by later fritndly representations of 
tho Mexican government that an honor- 
able adjustment of the matter -would soon 
bo arrived at. Secretary Bayard closes 
with a vigorous criticism of the Mexican 
lugal position, and takes the view that it is 
untenable from any standpoint, and not to 
bo absented to under any circumstances.
